Continued Examination Under 37 CFR U 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 9-13 and 28-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Applicants' references submitted in the IDS 1449 Form on 06/12/2006 were 
carefully reviewed. As the results, none of the references teaches a method for recording at least 
one message associated with a prepaid telephone calling card as recited in independent claim 9. 
Furthermore, none of the references teaches a system and a method for facilitating the use of a 
prepaid telephone calling card as recited in the independent claims 28, 29 and 30. Finally, none 
of the references teaches a method for recording purchase preferences of an individual associated 
with a prepaid telephone calling card as recited in the independent claims 21 and 32. Therefore, 
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all of the pending claims 9-13 and 28-32 are allowed with the reasons as set forth in the 
"DSCISION ON APPEAL" mailed on 04/20/2004.
